Law Unenforceable 
This Year as Effective 
Date Is April 14. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 18— 
The act of the 1949- Legislature 
abolishing quarterly payments of 
the state income tax will not be 
enforced this year because the 
effective date of the act is April 
14, 14 days after the due date of 
the tax, it was learned today. 

The act was passed in Novem- 

ber and it had been assumed 
generally the effective date would 
be 90 days after the beginning of 
the subsequent recess of the 
Legislature on Dec. 9. This would 
be March 9. 
However, the Constitution re- 
quires that to make laws passed 
prior to a recess effective within 
90 days thereafter, the Legisla- 
ture must specifically provide 
such effective date in a resolution 
adopted at the time of taking the 
recess. No such provision was in- 
corporated in the resolution for a 
recess on Dec. 9, and the ef- 
fective date thus falls 90 days 
after the Jan. 14 final adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature. 

State Director of Revenue G. 
H. Bates said that in view of the 
later effective date, he did not 
believe the law could be enforced 
this year. 

“We are going to ask the tax- 
payer to pay in full by March 31 
but we don’t believe we can force 
him to do so,” he said. 

Under the old law, the return, 
together with one-fourth of the 
tax, was due March 31 of each 
year, with the balance being paid 
in three quarterly installments 
by the end of the year. The quar- 
terly installments were abolished 
in the interest of administrative 
efficiency and economy.

Seven Masked Men Loot 
Brink’s, Inc. — Also 
Steal $500,000 in 
Checks. 


BOSTON, Jan. 18 (AP) —Federal 
Bureau of Investigation agents 
joined today in a nation-wide 


manhunt for a gang that got away 
with a million dollars in ca 
and $500, in checks. It was 
said to the largest cash haul 
in history. 

The seven men—all wearing 
Halloween-type masks and Navy 
peajackets— left behind another 
million dollars in cash only be- 
cause their hands were full. 

As in a movie thriller, they 
sneaked through six locked doors 
to reach the vaults of Brink’s, 
Inc., a money transportation firm, 
surprising five cashiers and 
guards before they could reach 
for their own shotguns. 

Boston police began one of the 
biggest roundups of underworld 
characters ever undertaken. They 
were under orders to “break this 
thing up before a new outbreak 
develops.” Every available detec- 
tive was put on the case. 

Little to Work On. 

Hours after the robbery, how- 
ever, Police Superintendent Ed- 
ward J. Fallon said: “We have 
little or. nothing to work on.” 

Eight suspects were being held 
but police officials indicated they 
had little to pin on them—at this 
time anyway. All except one are 
ex-convicts — rounded up as 
“types” in investigating such a 
holdup. P 

FBI agents across the country 
were alerted because Federal Re- 
serve Bank funds were included 
in the loot. Brink’s handles the 
delivery of funds of a number of 
member banks. 

The gang—in a 20-minute pre- 
cision raid—snatched the money 
from an open vault in ‘the water- 
front garage of Brink’s after gag- 
ging and trussing five employes 
last night. 

“Come on, boys, get "em up,” 
the spokesman shouted. . “Open 
the door.” 

Had Rope Ready to Use. 

Knowing the money was in- 
sured, Cashier Thomas B. Lloyd 
ordered fellow workers to open 
the gate rather than risk any 
lives. The robbers strearged in, 
each picked a man and tied him 
securely with previously prepared 
knotted sections of rope. After 
each victim had been bound and 
his ‘mouth taped, the robbers 
went methodically about the work 
of scooping up the loose cash 
which was being sorted and 
counted in preparation for de- 
posit today. 

‘Most of the bills were in small 
denominations—$20, $10, $5, $2, 
$1, which would be hard to trace. 
Detectives may be able to trace 
some of the money, however. 

A Brink’s executive told police 
that serial numbers would heip as 
much of the loot was in new bills. 

Brink’s is an armored car firm

8000 of 12,000 Residents 
Leave Spillway Land 
to Escape Possible 
Flooding. 


CHARLESTON, Mo., Jan. 18 
(AP) — United States engineers 
took steps today to move levee 
cutting equipment onto the bar- 
riers protecting 212 square miles 
in the Birds Point-New Madrid 
floodway near here. 

More than 8000 of the 12,000 
residents already have left the 
Mississippi river lowlands area. 


G. A. Robinson, commander of 
the flood-fighting unit for the 
area, ordered bulldozers and earth 
movers into “fuse plug’’ sections 
of the big levee, but he empha- 
sized that no cutting order had 
been issued. 

The “fuse plugs” are the parts 
of the levee that would be dyna- 
mited or cut down deliberately to 
allow the rampaging river to pour 
into the 139,000-acre floodway, 
which is about 30 miles long. 
Flooding the area would take the 
pressure off Cairo, Ill., and down- 
river points. 

Light Rain Upstream. 

Robinson’s announcement came 
as light rain fell upstream, rais- 
ing the possibility that the ex- 
pected crest of 55.5 feet at Cairo 
tomorrow could be exceeded, 

On the Kaskakia river, in Illi- 
nois, two men were believed 
drowned last night. 

Word that the Mississippi river 
levee might be dynamited to 
stave off greater trouble went 
out to residents of the flood- 
way Monday night from Col. 
Louis H. Foote, district en- 
gineer at Memphis. The notice 
advising quick evacuation termed 
it a “distinct possibility” that the 
levee would be opened. 

Gov. Forrest Smith sent a tele- 
gram from Jefferson City today 
to Col, Foote requesting that no 
action should be taken to open 
the floodway unless the emergency 
“should become so acute that 
drastic measures would be abso- 
lutely necessary.” 

Pledges Co-operation. 

The state, through its various 
agencies, will co-operate to the 
fullest extent if it should be 
necessary to cut the levee, Gov. 
Smith informed Col. Foote, but

Maragon Denounced.

The committee’s public hear-

Acquisition of the site of the 
Old Federal Building in the block 
bounded by Eighth, Ninth, Olive 
and Locust streets is contemplat- 
ed by the city for construction of 
a parking garage to accommodate 
more than 1200 automobiles, 
Crowe said. The building is used 
now for a post office substation, 
Coast Guard district headquarters 
and miscellaneous federal offices. 
Before this could be undertak- 
en, office space would have to be 
rovided elsewhere, Crowe said, 
ut he added that he thought the 
city could obtain the site by ac- 
quiring a new one for the Govern- 
ment on the Memorial Plaza area.

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OBERMEYER MURDER 
DEFENDANT ON STAND 


Denies Charge He Knocked 
Grandmother Off Porch, 


Testifies She Fell. 


William A, Obermeyer took the 
stand at Clayton today in his 
trial for first-degree murder in 
the death of his grandmother, 
Mrs. Minnie Obermeyer, and de- 
nied .that he knocked the 68- 
year-old woman off a porch at 
her home in Lemay, as the state 
contends he did. 


Obermeyer said he and his 
uncle argued over the purchase 
of some hogs last April 26 at his 
grandmother’s home, 446 Sapping- 
ton-Barracks road, and Mrs. Ober- 
meyer went outside to summon 
a neighbor. “She fell down the 
concrete steps and when I ran 
out’ to pick her up my uncle 
kicked me in the mouth, chipping 
two of my teeth,” the defendant 
testified. In reply to a direct 
question he said he did not strike 
his grandmother on April 26. The 
case is being heard by a jury in 
Circuit Judge Raymond E. La- 
Driere’s court. 


The first defense witness, Miss 
Evelyn Overmann, took the stand 
after a defense demurrer was 
overruled by Judge LaDriere. 
Miss Overmann, a neighbor, tes- 
tified she was called to the Ober- 
meyer home April 27 to assist in 
lifting Mrs. Obermeyer from the 
floor of a bedroom to a bed. The 
implication of the testimony was 
that Mrs. Obermeyer had fallen 
from her bed. 


Julius Friedmeyer, 73-year-old 
brother of Mrs. Obermeyer, the 
state’s chief witness, yesterday 
told the jury that Obermeyer had 
been drinking and “had his fist 
doubled” when he came into the 
kitchen on the evening of Aprii 
26. Friedmeyer, who lives at De- 
Soto, Mo., said his sister remarked 
that her grandson had been drink- 
ing, end went to the stove <o pre- 
pare a pot of coffee. 

“Billie hit her in the back of 
the head and knocked her toward 
the door,” Friedmeyer testified. 
“She opened the door and went 
outside. Billie started to follow, 
and I jumped up and squeezed 
him in the door. He shoved me 
away and went out. I saw him 
draw back his arm, and Minnie 
fell off the porch down the con- 
crete steps. I ran out to where 
Billie was standing near her head. 
He drew his foot back, but I 
wrestled with him.” 

In reply to a question, Fried- 
meyer said he did not see Ober- 
meyer actually strike a blow on 
the porch, explaining “it all hap- 
pened too fast.” 

Dr. Wilson Brown, deputy coro- 
ner, testified that Mrs. Ober- 
meyer's death at St. Louis County 
Hospital April 29 was the result 
of a head injury “caused by a 
blow.” The physician added that 
Mrs. Obermeyer suffered from a 
chronic heart ailment.

The Supreme Court 
said at Springfield today, “rec- 
ords of this court disclose few, if 
any, more brutal murders than 
the murder admittedly perpetrat- 
ed by Seger and Chapman.”

“Such conduct is so reprehensi- 
ble that no discussion of it is 
necessary.” 

One commission man who fig- 
ured prominently in the Senate 
inquiry was James V. Hunt, self- 
styled Washington management 
counselor. Because of their deal- 
ings with him, Maj. Gen. Alden 
H. Waitt, then chief of the Army 
Chemical Corps, and Maj. Gen. 
Herman Feldman, the quarter- 
master general, were suspended 
from duty even before the Senate 
hearings started. 

Afterward, on the basis of testi- 
mony at the inquiry, the Army 
retired Waitt. Feldman was repri- 
manded publicly and then re- 
stored to duty. 

The committee said Secretary 
of the Army Gray was right in 
declaring “it would not be in the 
best interest of the service” for 
Waitt to remain. And it said it 
hoped Feldman’s experience with 
Hunt would make him “more 
fully aware of the high responsi- 
bilities of his high office . 

Hunt and David Bennett, head 
of the Verley firm, are two of 
those the committee wants to 
testify when the hearings are re- 
sumed. Illness prevented them 
from taking the stand last sum- 
mer. 

Warning to Business Men. 


In cautioning business men 
about 5 percenters, the committee 
suggested plenty of wariness 
about the kind who: 

“Suddenly appears from a ho- 
tel lobby or emerges from a 
cocktail lounge in answer to the 
business man’s prayer, and then 
with equal alacrity disappears 
with his cash payment in hand 
when the deal is completed.” 

The committee said there must 
be no let-down in the efforts of 
responsible Government officials 
to “get the influence peddler out 
of Government and keep him 
out.” To that end, the group 
added, these steps have been 
taken: 

1. New Government purchas- 
ing contracts have been drawn 


up which make it mandatory 
for contractors to disclose their 
dealings with 5 percenters. 

2. New information services 
about federal contracts have 
been set‘up in various Govern- 
ment contracts. The purpose 
is to inform businessmen and 
eliminate any need for them 
paying commissions to 5 per- 
centers. 

3. Lists of “shady or un- 
ethical contractors and 5 per- 
centers” are being set up by 
Government purchasing depart- 
ments. The objective is to make 
it more difficult for those peo- 
ple to shift their operations 
from one Government depart- 
ment to another. 

4. Efforts are being made to 
improve the investigative units 
of Government agencies.

PIERRE, S.D., Jan. 18—A state 
electric power authority pro 
posed for South Dakota by Gov. 
George T. Mickelson would be 
recognized by the Interior De- 
partment as a distributing agency 
—but with a limitation on resale 
of power to private utilities. 

Notice to this effect has been 
received by the governor from 
Secretary of the Interior Oscar 
L. Chapman, It amounts to a re- 
fusal to let the privately-owned 
utilities obtain indirectly an_un- 
restricted supply of publicly pro- 
duced Missouri river basin hydro- 
electric power which they cannot 
obtain directly.

Ice Cap, Evidence of New Warmth 
in Deep Arctic.

the shrinkage of their water re- 
serves in the Catskills. 


York, the sinking of the water 
level all through eastern Ameri- 
ea, the drying-up of hydro- 
power reservoirs in Spain, 
France, Switzerland and Italy in 
recent years, all stem from the 
growing warmth of the earth; the 
Ice Cap they say is shrinking, or 
melting, for the same reason. The 
progressive parching of the 
Northern Hemisphere has heen 
noticed as far south as Kenya, in 
Africa, where Kenya lake has 
been noticeably drying up for the 
last few years. 

Borings are made _ through 
packed layers of snow and ice to 
study weather conditions in the 
years in which the layers were 
formed. Dr. Victor found that 
since 1935 there have been sev- 
eral seasons in the deep Arctic

18,432 FINGER, PALM 
PRINTS TAKEN TO 
SOLVE MURDER

BRISBANE, Australia, Jan. 18 
—For the time being, anyway, 
thre Australian detectives don't 
care if they never see another 
fingerprint. 


They recently had the giant 
task of taking 18,432 finger and 
palm prints to solve the toughest 
murder case in Australian police 
annals. 


The murder in question took 
place on two and one-half square- 
mile sweltering Ocean Island, 1200 
miles off the Australian coast. 

The tiny island, which is one 
of the Gilbert group, is noted 
chiefly for its phosphate deposits. 
An Australian civil engineer and 
his wife were stabbed to death 
there a few months ago. 
| Fiji police called for help and 

three Brisbane detectives arrived 

| on Ocean island to find its 97 
| whites, ‘832 Chinese and 607 na- 
tives in fear of an unidentified 
killer. 

Nobody had seen the murderer, 
there was no suspect, and there 
was apparently no motive. But 
what made the detectives’ job 
tougher was the wall of silence 
set up by the Chinese community. 

There was only one thing to 
do, the detectives decided: Finger- 
print everyone on the island. 
Somebody's print, they hoped, 
might match a palm-print found 
in the murder bungalow. 

After weeks of painstaking 
work, the detectives had their 
man—Tai-shek, a 28-year-old Chi- 
nese laborer. The print in the 
murder cabin matched his. 

Tai-shek never confessed. He 
went to the Suva courts still main-

He sen- 
tenced Tai-shek to death.

SECRET POLICE LAW yew york, Jan. 18 (AP)— 


JACKSON, Miss., Jan. 18 (AP) 
=—The state Senate voted yester- 
day to repeal the law creating 
the Mississippi Bureau of Investi- 
getion, a secret police force em- 
powered to arrest without war- 
rant. The measure now goes to 
the House of Representatives. 

The bureau was disbanded on 
March 31, 1948, by Gov. Fielding 
Wright. At that time he said it 
never had made an arrest, nor 
had ever had more than three 
men on its staff. 

The bureau was created in 1947 
in an emergency session of the 
Legislature called to find ways of 
eurbing violence during a bus 
strike. There never has been any 
announcement of its secret activ- 
ities. 

A 25-man state police investi- 
gation force, with limited powers, 
subject to request for assistance 
from local authorities, is sought 
in proposals awaiting legislative 
action. 


Aids of Joseph Curran, president 
of the CIO National Maritime 
Union, announced yesterday that 
his administration’s anti-Com- 
munist policies had been upheld 
by a 5-to-1 majority in a member- 
ship referendum.

Suffering in the Bootheel 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I read the news article “Cotton Acre- 
age Curbs Threaten Bootheel Area With 
D. P. Problem,” and feel that too lit- 
tle has been said of the present condi- 
tion and outlook for the immediate fu- 
ture of our sharecroppers and farm la- 
borers. 

Last year’s crop, not a small one by 
any means, had the benefit of unprece- 
dented weather and was quickly gath- 
ered. We had the help of thousands 
of outside pickers who sent and took 
thousands of dollars out of the area~ 
dollars badly needed here in business 
and industry. 

In an ordinary season some cotton 
remains to pull over in the new year, 
a sort of backlog for winter food and 
fuel. This year there is no cotton and 
precious little food. Store sales have 
fallen off at an alarming rate and credit 
is virtually unobtainable. 

Because of the uncertainties of the 
cotton quotas many large operators and 
gin men cannot give credit or “fur- 
nish,” much as they would like to do so. 
Most of them are dependent upon banks, 
or other sources, for operating capital 
and conditions do not warrant such 
advances. Unless a family is well es- 
tablished with a grower or ginner, ‘“‘fur- 
nish” does not start until farming opera- 
tions start, so that even with the pro- 
posed revisions of the cotton quotas 
many families will still lack resources. 

Our welfare departments are be- 
sieged by ineligible families in des- 
perate need. In one county such re- 
quests have not averaged three a month 
during the past several years, but are 
now running 25 to 49 a day. So far 
there is nothing that can be done for 
the petitioners. Our Red Cross people 
are similarly besieged and can give no 
more than the most meager temporary 
help. One large consolidated school 
reports the requests for free lunches 
running more than 10 times higher 
than ever before. A grocery owner tells 
of over 25 requests for food by penni- 
less people on Saturday alone, and the 
winter has barely started. 

In the long run we need new skills, 
new industries, new educations. The 
industrialization of farming poses prob- 
lems for the planning ingenuity of our 
best economists. But those are long- 
range problems. Our present pressing 
problem is food and fuel. It is a job 
which will require vast amounts of food 
and money, if we are not to have starva- 
tion added to the heavy price that the 
little people of the cotton country are 
paying for a quick harvest and the 
“principle of production control.”

The Case of Ellen Knauff 


Under the heading, “Men Who Are Missed,” 


the Post-Dispatch reprinted in the Mirror of 


Public Opinion Monday the Harvard Law Re- 
view’s tributes to the late Justices Rutledge and 
Murphy. That very day the Supreme Court 
was handing down decisions which showed how 
much these great champions of human rights are 
being missed six months after their death. 

There were three cases which sustained fed- 
eral deportation orders. In all the Justices 
grouped the same way. Chief Justice Vinson 
and Justices Reed, Burton and Minton voted to 
enforce the deportations, including a particu- 
larly harsh one against a war bride. Justices 
Black, Frankfurter and Jackson dissented vig- 
orously. Justice Clark did not participate be- 
cause of his interest in the cases when Attorney 
General. Justice Douglas, on account of his 
convalescence, did not sit. 

It is almost certain that Justices Rutledge and 
Murphy, if they were still on the bench, would 
have joined the three dissenters to make a ma- 
jority of five against the deportation orders. 
The fact that the Government ordered the de- 
portation of the war bride, Mrs. Ellen Knanuff, 
but declined to give her a hearing or to produce 
the evidence to justify the exclusion, would have 
revolted Justices Rutledge and Murphy just as 
it revolted Justices Jackson, Black and Frank- 
furter. 

Indeed, the decision against Mrs. Knauff, wife 
of an American civilian employe of the Army in 
Germany, presented one of the most unusual 
spectacles in Supreme Court history. Justice 
Jackson, a former Democratic Attorney General, 
severely criticized the conduct of a successor in 
the office of Attorney General, Tom C, Clark, 
who, as a Justice, now sat by silently. Said Jus- 
tice Jackson: 


I should direct the Attorney General 
either to produce his evidence justifying ex- 
clusion or to admit Mrs. Knauff. I do not 
find that Congress authorized an abrupt and 
brutal exclusion of the wife of an American 
citizen without a hearing. 

This American citizen (the husband, Kurt 
I. Knauff) is told he cannot bring his wife 
to the United States, but he will not be told 
why. He mist abandon his bride to live in 
his own country or forsake his country to 
live with his bride .. . and the Government 
tells the court that not even a court can 
find out why the girl is excluded. 


Having dealt with the specific case of a war 
bride held at Ellis Island, Justice Jackson then 
went on to draw a general lesson that should 
give all Americans pause and much more. “Se- 
curity,” he said, “is like liberty in that many 
crimes are committed in its name. In the name 
of security the police state justifies its arbitrary 
oppressions on evidence that is secret. The plea 
that evidence of guilt must be secret is abhor- 
rent to free men, because it provides a cloak for 
the malevolent, the misinformed, the meddle- 
some, and the corrupt to play the role of the 
informer, undetected and uncorrected.” 

Justice Frankfurter, speaking with more than 
ordinary feeling as the one foreign-born mem- 
ber of the Supreme Court, denounced the de- 
portation orders for two naturalized citizens 
whose citizenship was revoked. In-particular he 
objected to the use of the word “alien” to apply 
to one who was a naturalized citizen at the time 
of conviction for violation of federal laws. De- 
portation, said Justice Frankfurter, may be only 
less severe than death itself. 

The pattern of the last three terms is being 
cut again, only it is deeper this time. President 
Truman’s appointees to the Supreme Court place 
other considerations above human rights. If 
they did not, they could not give an American 
citizen, against whom they have no complaint 
whatever, the alternative of abandoning either 
his country or his wife, without telling him why. 

The Post-Dispatch is willing to risk the pre- 
diction that this ruling will be reversed, even 
though not in time to do Mr. and Mrs. Knauff 
any good. Such an injustice cannot stand 
always. 
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Dedication Day 

Mayor Darst announces that President Tru- 
man will be on the St. Louis riverfront June 10. 
The President will be there, says the Mayor, to 
make a speech dedicating the Jefferson National 
Expansion Memorial. 

That’s fine. Although there will be little for 
the President to dedicate except cleared land, 
his presence will be one more assurance of the 
ultimate completion of the memorial. It will be 
a clear indication of intention to resume the 
war-interrupted work. 

The occasion will be a fine one for calling the 
attention of the Congress to Representative Sul- 
livan’s bill authorizing the necessary expendi- 
ture—if, by chance, that measure is not passed 
long before June. And it will be the time for 
all concerned to renew their determination to 


see the project, arch and all, completed by 1953.

New Prospect for Parking 

Deficient parking space has been a costly 
problem for St. Louis. New Gov, Smith has 
signed Senator Napier’s bill, which authorizes 
the city itself to go into the parking business. 
The city can acquire property for parking and 
either operate the lots or rent them to private 
operators. 

The only opposition to this bill came from 
garage and parking lot men, who termed the 
measure socialistic. This is a broad adjective, 
but the Chamber of Commerce was not im- 
pressed by it, and the Chamber of Commerce 
has a particular interest in opposing things 
socialistic. 

Gov. Smith was told that 94,000 automobiles 
are driven into the downtown district, where 
only 22,000 parking spaces are available. A 
high price could be put on that deficit. Lack 
of parking facilities turned customers away 
from downtown merchants, added to heavy traf- 
fic congestion and threatened decay for the 
business center of the city. 

Every other city in Missouri has had permis- 
sion to create parking lots. St. Louis has finally 
won its turn against the parking blight.

Count the Consumers 

Missouri’s two Senators have both been 
counted firmly on the side of butter against 
margarine. This required little audacity. 
Rarely has an issue been decided on such a 
strict accounting of political influence, and no 
doubt Senators Kem and Donnell estimated 
carefully that Missouri has more dairy and but- 
ter farmers than vegetable oil producers. 

The advantages of margarine are obvious to 
any housewife. Margarine looks much like but- 
ter, tastes about like butter, contains vitamins, 
spreads like butter and, much more important, 
costs a lot less than butter. But after years of 
debate on the matter, any Senator who made a 
point of these facts would probably be thought 
a little naive. The point is where the votes 
come from. 

Fortunately the margarine Senators rallied to 


win a 48-to-37 test to repeal special taxes which 
the dairy bloc long ago imposed on margarine. 
So some of the Senators at least must have 
asked themselves an important question. How 
can any state be primarily a dairy state, or prin- 
cipally a cotton or soybean state, and not a co 

sumer state at all? 7 
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Wonders Are Worked Slowly 


There was great enthusiasm last year over 
the dispatch of a United States Public Health 
Service mission to Liberia to gather specimens 
of the African vine, strophanthus sarmentosus. 
At the time, it was expected that this plant would 
prove a convenient and plentiful source of cor- 
tisone, the drug which has proved so helpful 
against arthritis, and which also may be effec- 
tive against cancer and other baffling diseases. 
So far, most of this drug has been obtained only 
from animal bile, and then in discouragingly 
small quantities. So, there were visions of 
growing the African plant as a new crop, a 
boon to sufferers and an economic innovation 
of the first magnitude for a backward region. 

Now comes disappointment. Strophanthus has 
not measured up to expectations. According to 
Dr. Kenneth G. McIndoe, director of the Fire- 
stone laboratory in Liberia, only one species of 
the African vine allows any hope at all that 
it may yield the drug. Even then, it is not 
likely to do so without years of experimentation. 
“We have more chance of doing nothing,” says 
Dr. McIndoe, “than of doing something.” 


This is particularly disappointing news to be 


coming just when medical researchers are tak- 
ing an increased interest in cortisone. For ex- 
ample, Dr. E. A. Doisy, St. Louis University’s 
Nobel prize winner, has recently received a 
grant from the National Cancer Institute to tag 
cortisone with radioactive carbon in an effort 
to find out how it acts in laboratory animals. 

Continued scarcity and costliness of the drug, 
of course, would be a damper to such work, and 
sufferers could hardly look to it for relief from 
their pain. The situation, however, is not as 
black as the report from Liberia would seem 
to make it. Work done in Mexico by Dr. Rus- 
sel Marker indicates that. there are American 
plants from which cortisone can be obtained. 

Much work remains to be done, but last year’s 
high hopes have not been dashed utterly. It is 
not beyond reason to hope that an abundant and 
relatively inexpensive supply of cortisone will 
be developed. What is needed is patience. 
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262,144 Times Lifesize 


A model of a fly 262,144 times lifesize must 
be a terrible and awesome sight, but it’s a good 
thing Chris Olsen of West Nyack, N. Y., who 
built it, stopped there. We shudder to think 
what it would have been like if Mr. Olsen had 
gone on to invent a buzz that was 262,144 times 
lifesound; it would have been deafening. 

It’s just as well, too, that he didn’t construct 
his fly with 262,144 times the natural tendency 
to light in the wrong places when the irate 
householder is after it with a swatter; it would 
be maddening. 

Or a bald head 262,144 times as big as life 
for the fly to land on, mostly; it would be daz- 
zling. 

Or a swatter as large as 262,144 ordinary 
swatters to swat it with; it would be top-secret. 

Yes, indeed, Mr. Olsen carried the idea far 
enough, and we can all breathe a sigh of relief, 
preferably nothing like as big as adequate. 
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Cultural Opportunity in Alton 

Though Alton is one of the oldest and most 
cultured communities in this region, residents 
of Madison county’s largest city find their 
library services in a most precarious situation. 
Some 50 years ago one of Alton’s bankers 
endowed a library in memory of his wife, Jennie 
D. Hayner. The will creating the endowment 
set up many limiting conditions, including a bar 
on the use of tax funds. Maintenance funds from 
the endowment have dropped to something like 
$6000 a year—a sum woefully inadequate to 
meet the library needs of a community of some 
40,000 people. 

To solve this problem, the Alton city govern- 
ment passed a municipal library ordinance last 
fall. Eventually, it is hoped, a plan can be 
worked out whereby the Hayner Memorial 
library and a city library can be co-ordinated so 
as to eliminate any overlapping of facilities and 
services. Up to now, however, the trustees for 
the new city library board have not been ap- 
pointed. This presumably awaits the outcome of 
an advisory poll next Saturday, which is de- 
signed to show the sentiment in the community 
in favor of a library on a tax-supported basis. 

‘The Greater Alton Association of Commerce, 
to its credit and that of its president, Clayton 
Schlosser, has led the public activity for the 
library referendum. If the library gets a gen- 
erous indorsement at the polls, the Alton city 
government will know that the citizens want to 
solve their library problem the right way. If 
only a relatively few people vote the officials 
may conclude that Alton people do not care 
much about a library. Friends of libraries and 
schools will hope to see Alton residents make 
the most of their opportunity. 
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A Lobby Everyone Pays For 

In urging separation of the Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service from the American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation some pertinent remarks on the 
latter organization are made by Americans for 
Democratic Action. The federation is making 
“increasing use of its strength on the national 
scene to oppose liberal measures and liberal 
men,” says A.D.A. And “for an agency of the 
Government to do organization work, collect 
dues, edit papers, maintain membership rec- 
ords,” as the Extension Service is often com- 
pelled to do for the Farm Bureau Federation, is 
“wholly indefensible.” 

A.D.A. joins a formidable array of opinion 
against the improper alliance of Government 
funds and Farm Bureau lobby. James G. Pat- 
ton, president of the National Farmers Union, 
says this is “a condition which has no place in a 
democracy.” 

A Joint Committee appointed by the Secretary 
of Agriculture and the Association of Land 
Grant Colleges and Universities reported after 
thorough investigation: “It would be in the pub- 
lic interest for any formal operating relation- 
ships between the Extension Service and any 
general farm organization such as the Farm 
Bureau to be discontinued at the earliest pos- 
sible moment.” 

The Farm Bureau’s position is (in the words 
of Fortune Magazine) that of “a private lobby 
sponsored and supported by the government 
it seeks to influence.” The Thomas-Granger 
bill has been introduced in Congress to change 
that. It would completely separate the Agricul- 
tural Extension Service from the Farm Bureau. 
That is the proper relationship between Govern- 
ment and lobby, and the bill should be enacted.

When you talk on a telephone in Wash- 
ington and hear the buzz or tick that prob- 
ably comes from a bad connection, it is 
standard practice to indulge in some such 
quip as, “Don’t let that bother you: that’s 
just J. Edgar Hoover listening in.” 

The man who makes the quip is sup- 
posed to laugh when he makes it. And the 
fellow at the other end of the wire is sup- 
posed to chuckle with amusement, too, no 
matter how’ many times he has heard 
it. The only trouble with this joke, apart 
from its being stale 
and essentially ob- 
scene, is that no one 
really thinks it’s 
funny. 

It masks a deep- 
seated anxiety stem- 
ming from the real- 
ization that we are 
now living in a 
country where the 
police actually do tap 
private telephone 
conversations. One 
reason we speak of 
the Soviet Union as 
i adlen ii a police state is that 

g it is a country where 
just such practices are countenanced, where 
the police can violate privacy at will. 

Wire-tapping is defended by the police 
on the ground that it helps catch crim- 
inals. Undoubtedly it does. Attorney 
General McGrath said the other day that 
the FBI makes “limited” use of wire tap- 
ping “in view of the emergency which still 
prevails and the necessity of protecting 
the national security”; and he made it 
plain the practice will continue. 

Rifling the mail and reading private cor- 
respundence could be defended on the 
same ground. So could indiscriminate po- 
lice searches of private homes. 

Undoubtedly the cops would be assisted 
in catching criminals if they could hold 
suspects indefinitely without arraignment 
or make use of the third degree now and 
then to extort confessions. 

But a free society is a society in which 
the freedom of the police is restricted in 
the interest of the general freedom. 

The Congress of the United States has 
said unequivocally in the Communications 
Act that “no person, not being authorized 
by the sender, shall intercept any commu- 
nication and divulge or publish the exist- 
ence, contents, substance, purport, effect 
or meaning of such intercepted communi- 
cation to any person.”’ 

The Supreme Court has said that the 
term “no person” includes the Govern- 
ment and that neither evidence obtained 
directly by wire-tapping nor “evidence pro- 
cured through the use of knowledge gained 
from such conversations” may be admitted 
in any federal court. 


Judge Reeves Was Misled 


But the pre-trial hearings before Judge 
Sylvester Ryan in the Coplon-Gubitchev 
case have revealed that the FBI extensive- 
ly tapped the wires of both defendants 
and of persons related to them who were 
in no way implicated in the crime with 
which they are charged. It recorded con- 
fidential conversations between a husband 
and wife and between lawyer and client. 

The Coplon-Gubitchev pre-trial hearings 
disclosed also that the FBI had deliberately 
misled Federal Judge Reeves as to the use 
of wire-tapping in the first Coplon trial in 
Washington. And they produced admis- 
sions by FBI men that wire-tap reports had 
been destroyed—which is also a violation 
of law—presumably to keep the courts 
from finding out about them. 

A police state Is a state in which the 
police are above the law, in which police 
activities are feared by innocent persons 
as well as by criminals, in which the rights 
of individuals are ignored in the interest 
of the state. If we need a vigilant police, 
we need at least equally a people vigilant 
against attempts on the part of the police 
to go beyond their proper powers. :

There is at least a possibility that the 
expensive and long-drawn-out espionage 
cases against Judith Coplon and her al- 
leged accomplice Valentin Gubitchev may 
be thrown out of court because the evi- 
dence against them was gathered primarily 
from tapped telephone wires. Evidence so 
obtained is inadmissible in federal courts 
and the Supreme Court has repeatedly 
criticized its use. 

When John Edgar Hoover first took over 
direction of the FBI, he disapproved of 
wire-tapping as an 
agency policy. He cs 
has described it as 
“an archaic and in- 
efficient practice.” 
Inefficient it certain- 
ly is if the efforts of 
81 men have pro- 
duced no relevant 
material but have on 
the contrary endan- 
gered a long and ex- 
pensive trial. 

But Mr. Hoover + i 
seems to have /§ 
changed his mind fe 
Since his earlier 
statement. From a 
concealed, furtive and occasional use of 
wire-tapping never mentioned in courts. 
the FBI now openly admits and seeks to 
defend its frequent employment, 


The time has come for a complete ex- 
amination of the extent to which this illegal 
device has invaded American life. New 
York State has a law permitting wire-tap- 
ping by law enforcement agencies upon 
orders from courts or high-ranking police 
officials. The comedy of errors by which 
Thomas Fortune Ryan sought to prove the 
corruption of New York City government 
last summer revealed that the widespread 
abuse of this discretionary power had pro- 
duced a situation, in which no telephone 
was safe from prying ears. 

An unknown number of government de- 
pariments spy upon each other. Black- 
mailers are tapping wires; so are police 
informers. participants in political feuds 
and a variety of inquisitive snoopers who 
have no shadow of excuse for their inva- 
sions of privacy. 


What Would Jefferson Say? 


Although appeals courts are almost unan- 
imous in their condemnation of evidence 
gained by this means, the law on the sub- 
ject is cloudy and subject to almost any 
interpretation an eager-beaver Attorney 
General wants to put upon it. And while 
Mr. Hoover has shown himself on the 
whole to be a police director with some 
regard for civil liberties, there is nothing 
to stop a successor in his office from tap- 
ping the phones of all Free Will Baptists, 
Jehovah's Witnesses or Rosicrucians if he 
decides that such sects are potentially sub- 
versive. : 

The Constitution does not, of course, 
specifically prohibit wire-tapping. But it 
would be wonderful and salutary to hear 
what Jefferson might say if he could to 
those who claim that because the prac- 
tice isn’t forbidden it is not contrary to 
the spirit of the Bill of Rights. It is flat- 
ly contrary to the intentions of that great 
document, and years ago Justice Brandeis 
pointed out the dangers of its wider ex- 
tension in prophetic words: 


“Experience should teach us to be most 
on our: guard to protect liberty when the 
Government’s are beneficial,” he 
wrote. “Men born to freedom are natural- 
ly alert to repel invasion of their liberty 
by evil-minded rulers. The greatest dan- 
gers to liberty lurk in insidious encroath- 
ment by men of zeal, well-meaning but 
without understanding.” 

That last sentence embodies all that has 
befallen us in the frenzy and suspicion of 
the last few years. It is imperative that 
the encroachment be stopped, and the ugly 
abuses of wire-tapping are a good stopping 
point.

Between Book Ends 


A Great French Etcher 


THE WORLD OF JACQUES CALLOT, by Howard 

Daniel. (Lear, N. Y., 113 pgs., $5.) 

This inviting, wide-leafed, album-style 
volume, handsomely printed, presents re- 
productions of 175 of the best things done 
by Callot, one of the greatest French etch- 
ers of all time. Twenty-nine pages of 
vivid and perceptive writing by Howard 
Daniel place the artist in his milieu, the 
turbulent, war-ravaged France and Italy of 
the seventeenth century. 

It takes no recondite knowledge or 
learned explanation for one to feel the 
impact and fascination of these etchings, 
Here in all their grimness and grandeur 
are torture victims and military conquer- 
ors, great ladies and light ladies, saints 
and sinners, nobles and beggars—a full 
and honest cross section of a world which 
many of Callot’s contemporaries in art 
reported as if they wore blinders to any- 
thing their patrons did not like. 

Callot, of course, worked for some of 
the same patrons. But he chose the demo- 
cratic medium of the print, so that his 
public had a broader base. And he ex- 
pended on his specialty of the etching 
all the draftsmanship and varied crafts- 
manship of which he was capable. 

He was too close to his age not to peo- 
ple even his commissioned pot-boilers 
with genuine human beings of the time, 
As a youngster he had learned the seamy 
side of existence when he ran away twice 
to study art in Rome, the first time when 
only 12 years old. 

Perhaps the best known of his works 
are the graceful and lively “Balli,” figures 
from the Commedia dell’Arte. In this 
people’s theater of Italy the plot was pre- 
determined but actors extemporized the 
rest. From it developed much of the gro- 
tesqueness of modern Punch and Judy 
shows and the Mardi Gras. In this con- 
nection, the text links the art of Callot 
with the tales of the German Hoffman and 
the American Poe, the music of Schumann 
and, in our own time, the writings of Franz 
Kofka. 

In view of this book's excellent .choice 
of the artist's etchings and the perceptive 
exposition of his contribution, it is unfor- 
tunate that the reproduction, particularly 
of tiny figures, is less clear than in earlier 
works on Callot. From these later plates 
one finds it difficult to believe, as was the 
case, that Callot’s military subjects were 
so distinct that for nearly two centuries 
they were used to illustrate courses in 
military tactics.

Russell Murphy, former Athletic 
Commissioner, amused himself by walking around the ring taking a 
kind of Gallup poll. admitting that he himself didn’t know just 
what happened.

SO I HAD TO WAIT until W. J. McGoogan’s story appeared in 
the Post-Dispatch to find out what I was supposed to have witnessed.

executive secretary of the Catholic 
Interracial Council of St. Louis, 
said last night. He spoke in St. 
Louis University’s Des Peres Hall 
in the final lecture in a series on 
“The Christian Community and 
Democratic Life,” sponsored by 
the council and the university. 

“T have never understood why 
the clergy in many instances have 
accepted the segregated pattern 
in a community or neighborhood 
without trying to do something 
about it,” he said. “Moreover, it 
is uncanny that many of our edu- 
cators fail to emphasize the like- 
ness of people racially. 

“Kither the churches and 
schools in our community must 
be actually and potentially 
churches and schools for all the 
people, irrespective of race or 
color, or they should cease to pro- 
claim the doctrine of the father- 
hood of God and the brotherhood 
of man.” 

Hunter called race prejudice 
“an artificial product of the mind” 
and described: segregation on the 
basis of color or race as “the so- 
cial facade of repression and ex- 
ploitation.” 

“To be prejudiced against a 
racial group involves an unwill- 
ingness to compete with mem- 
bers of that group for social po- 
sition or economic goods,” he 
said. “In the history of the labor

Just because a fcilow goes about 
with his shirt collar too big and 
his sleeves two inches too long is 
no sign that he is a Christmas gift 
victim. 

The Department of Agriculture 
reported that perhaps he simply 
doesn’t know what size he wears. 

The agriculture people have 
been studying men’s tastes in 
clothing, especially shirts. 

They found that men look for, 
in this order: 

1. Style and construction, espe- 
cially collar. 

2. Size and fit, especially col- 
lar, sleeve and shirt-tail. 

3. Fabric and weave. 

Many men didn’t like the way 
their shirts fit: Sleeves too long, 
skimpy shirt-tails, curly collars. 

When they were asked what 
size they wore, two out of 100 
didn’t know their collar sizes, and 
25 out of 100 didn’t know their 
sleeve lengths. 

Furthermore, some of the men 
didn’t know sleeevs came in dif- 
ferent lengths.

‘Careless With an Ax? 


Now against this background of 
quiet, an absence of threat and 
shock and headline incident, we 
have President Truman's budget 
with foreign spending consider- 
ably pared.

farmers.” \ 

PMA, which handles federal 
crop subsidies, is paying $2.20 for 
the potatoes it sells for 10 cents, 
Hallene said. 

Potato prices on the wholesale 
market in Providence, R.I., fluc- 
tuated between $1.85 and $2.25 
per 100 pounds Monday. 


Politics may be drawn into the 
pork program because (1) it re- 
calls arguments supporters have 
made for the controversial Bran- 
nan farm plan indorsed by Presi- 
dent Truman, and (2) it raises 
the question of whether Govern- 
ment purchases of lard alone 
would have supported hog prices.

But, they said 
Government buying of lard would 
tend to pull up prices of other 
food fats and oils—such as butter, 
vegetable shortening, salad _ oils 
and tallow. 

They said the department did 
not desire to give further price 
support aid to the fats and oils. 
It now has support programs for 
such fats and oils raw materials 
as cottonseed, soybeans and pea- 
nuts. 

Officials also agreed that un- 


‘like most other farm products 


being acquired under price sup- 
port programs, there is‘no sur- 
plus of meat. On the other hand, 
excess supplies of food fats and 
oils appear likely. 

The department said its pork 
purchases will be diverted for the 
time being to the school lunch 
program and to public institu- 
tions, such as hospitals and pris- 
ons.

Sensible Theory

CHOOLTEACHERS and administrators are being torn 
§ aoa between the modernists and the conservatives in 

education. We know that to function in the lives of chil- 
dren. education must be adjusted to the individual and aimed 
at his fullest development. This means a breaking away 
from the tradition school routine of recitation, drills and 
tests, a loosening of the program so that life outside the school 
may, as much as possible, flow through the school and be used 
as the basis of the children’s education. 

“Don't teach a child until he is in condition to be 
taught,” is one of the first rules of the new type of school, and 
a most sensible one. We should not try to force knowledge or 
skill on a child before he is ready to learn, that is, before 
his growth is sufficiently developed to permit him to take the 
teaching and do the learning. 

* * * 

FOR EXAMPLE, most children are ready to learn to read 
between the ages of 6 and 7. A few are ready before then, a 
few later. Each must be allowed his own rate of growth and 
taught accordingly. This principle holds right through the 
learning years, and must be regarded. Delaying teaching when 
the child is ready is just as bad as forcing him to take teaching 
before he is prepared to accept it. 

This doctrine is being accepted by educators. They in- 
struct the teachers accordingly, they build programs on that 
basis, on paper and in reports. What happens in the class- 
rooms?

ALL EDUCATIONAL THEORY and practice comes to 
rest on the classroom teacher, who is usually willing to go 
along with the administrators. The administrators say, “The 
child is the center of the school, of your class, of your work. 
Work so as to promote his peculiar growth.” Good. The 
teacher tries to do so. It is a difficult and complicated task 
but she struggles bravely with it until one morning the Head 
comes blithely into the classroom with a notebook and pencil 
poised and asks, “How many of these children are ready to 
be promoted to the next grade? We must plan for the new 
term.” The teacher is shocked, dismayed. She has been 
teaching so as to develop individual children and now she is 
confronted by class promotion.

WE MUST MAKE UP our minds which way we shall go. 


Is the individual the unit or is the class? If it is the individual, 
and it’ must be, the school organization, equipment, program 
and routines must be based on the individual. Otherwise there 


is confusion. Teachers throw up their hands, resign, take other 
work, or just let things go. They cannot heip themselves.

New Fashion Themes in Spring Skirts

PRING suits are far different from 
the strict tailored themes that have 
dominated the last few seasons. Big 
collars, cape accents, dropped shoulders, 
bloused backs and novel jacket fasten- 
ings are responsible for their changed 
appearance. Fabrics and colors also 
have a part in creating suit themes both 
flattering and unusual. Two materials 
’ frequently are allied, one being a solid 
color and the other checked, plaid or 
striped. 


Jackets rather than skirts illustrate 
the important points of style changes 
and focus attention to the top of the 
silhouetie in accordance with the pre- 
vailing fashion of the springtime.

4—A tattersall check makes the ef- 
fective jacket of this suit which has the 
dropped shoulder, cuffed sleeves and a 
collar that may be worn up to give the 
popular windblown line. Navy, black or 
brown with white checks provide the 
color schemes of the jacket. The solid 
colored skirt picks up the deep shade 
of the check. 


5—Contrasting stripes in a bordered 
gray flannel are used to advantage in 
the decorative treatment of the jacket 
of this suit by Adele of California. Tiny 
tucks at the back of the waistline pro- 
vide the bloused accent. The stripes 
are of dark gray and white. Skirt has 
slits at the side seams.

Playing 
Canasta 


To Win 


By Albert H. Morehead 


HE question of when to dis- 

card black threes is not the 

only fundamental point of dis- 
agreement between the Jacoby 
theory and the Fry-Lightner the- 
ory of how the game should be 
played. Among other differences 
that will be tested as Jacoby, with 
his partner John Crawford, meet 
the Fry-Lightner challenge in 
their match for $5000 and Jacoby’s 
self-awarded title as the best Ca- 
nasta player in the country, is 
the question of whether to make 
the initial meld in one rank or in 
two. For example: 


Both sides need 90. You have 
just drawn the joker from stock 
on your second turn, so there are 
six cards in the pack. How would 
you make the initial meld for 
your side? 

If you decide to meld Joker- 
king-king, and a deuce along with 
one of your low pairs, you are fa- 
voring the Jacoby theory; the idea 
being to establish two ranks as 
potential canasta bases. If you de- 
cide to meld Joker-deuce-king- 
king, you are following the Fry- 
Lightner idea of making the in- 
itial meld with the fewest possi- 
ble cards and thus keeping the 
greatest possible number of cards 
in your hand. Their contention is 
that early in the game two more 
cards in your hand are more val- 
uable than having a second rank 
in which to work out a canasta. 

Analyzing the two theories, it 
is obvious that the Jacoby method 
is calculated to facilitate getting 
the first canasta as soon as possi- 
ble; the other method is designed 
to retain the best possible chance 
of controlling the pack. 

As in all Canasta questions, the 
answer depends largely on the im- 
mediate situation and the particu- 
lar hand. If the same situation 
came up later in the play, with 
the opponents already down and 
melding away, Fry and Lightner 
would make the initial meld in 
two ranks in order to try to go 
out as fast as possible. 

Question: Is it possible to con- 
vert a mixed canasta to a natural 
canasta by replacing the wild 
cards with natural cards of that 
rank? 

Answer: No. You may never 
withdraw cards from any meld. 
You may only combine melds al-

Vote Fraud, Violence in Kansas City 


Pendergast Machine Helped Bring 
About Own Ruin by Ballot Excesses; 
Crookedness Charged in '46 Election

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 18. 
N election day in March 1934, 
scores of armed men roved 
the city in the usual black 

sedans. They carried machine 
guns, brass knuckles, pistols and 


- blackjacks. 


Violence broke out quickly. A 

gang invaded a polling place and 
shot to death William Finley, a 
Negro, Democratic precinct cap- 
tain. He was trying to defend an 
election judge the gangsters 
wanted to beat. Finley drew a 
revolver but the gunmen shot 
first. 
Then a deputy sheriff, Lee 
Flacy, who had defied orders to 
work against a certain candidate 
in a Democratic factional fight, 
‘was shot by a group of armed 
thugs in a restaurant near an- 
other polling place. As the gang- 
sters ran, Flacy limped after 
them. He stood in the doorway, 
firing at the fleeing automobiles. 
The gunmen returned the fire 
and killed him. 

The same gunfire also struck 
W. P. Oldham, who was closing 
his hardware store for the eve- 
ning. He was killed instantly. A 
short time later, one of three au- 
tomobiles bearing the fleeing 
gangsters overturned in front of 
a school. In the rear seat was 
Larry Cappo, member of the 
Lusco gang. He died a few hours 
later of a bullet wound inflicted 
by Flacy. 

Among the many injured that 
day was Mrs. Violet Sprague, 
worker for the anti-Pendergast 
Citizen-Fusion ticket. She said 
two men called her from her 
home, beat her with a blackjack 
and broke several bones in her 
hand. 

Dr. Arthur H. Wells, Citizen- 
Fusion candidate for the city 
council, was slugged. So was a 
reporter for the Kansas City Star, 
Justin D. Bowersock. An election 
clerk was beaten with baseball 
bats. 

Reports of more sluggings 
poured into police stations. Citi- 
zen-Fusionists said 10 men armed 
with pistols and baseball bats ter- 
rorized voters in the district in 
which Flacy and Oldham were 
killed. 

When the bloody election was 
over, the forces of Boss Tom Pen- 
dergast had triumphed over the 
Citizen-Fusion uprising. With 
only two exceptions, the machine 
had put over its slate. In a page 
one editorial, the Kansas City 
Star commented: 
was a disgrace to Kansas City, a 
blot on Missouri.” 

Among 13 persons arrested as 
a result of the shootings was Joe 
Lascuola, alias Joe School, then 
and now a prominent gang fig- 
ure here. The storm of criticism 
directed at the police for their 
failure to stop the election day 
excesses led to the resignation of 
Police Director Eugene C. Rep- 
pert, a Pendergast ally. But Rep- 
pert said he had “no apologies 
to make,” citing statistics to 
“prove crime has been reduced 
45 per cent” in Kansas City. (His 
successors in the police depart- 
ment cite similar statistics today 
to show that crime is no great 
problem here.) 

Since 1934, elections have been 
less violent but many have been 
marked by frauds that make a 
mockery of the election process. 

In 1936, the Pendergast ma-

chine turned out a record vote, 
but in so doing helped to bring 
about its own ruin. In that elec- 
tion, there were 50,000 to 60,000 
illegal votes cast. Hundreds of 
persons who were registered from 
vacant lots cast ballots. In many 
precincts, the number of reg- 
istered voters was greater than 
the population. Ballots were mis- 
counted, ballot boxes were stuffed, 
voters were intimidated. 

But the full power of the Unit- 
ed States Government was 
brought to bear and the Pender- 
gast victory boomeranged. A 
grand jury was instructed to in- 
vestigate and, in a famous charge 
to the jury, United States Dis- 
trict Judge Albert ’/L. Reeves or- 
dered: “Gentlemen, reach for all, 
even if you find them in high 
authority. Move on them!” 

The jury moved. In all 278 per- 
sons were indicted for vote frauds. 
Some charges were dismissed but 
259 persons pleaded guilty or 
were convicted by juries. None 
was acquitted. Thirty-two peni- 
tentiary sentences and 40 jail 
terms were doled out. 

With the Pendergast machine 
disintegrating, the March 1938 
election was the quietest, most 
orderly and most nearly honest 
in years. And in 1940, the Citi- 
zens’ Party gained control of City 
Hall, although remnants of the 
Pendergast machine retained con- 
trol of the county courthouse. 

For a few years, elections were 
fairly clean. Then came the 1946 
election, in which all Democratic 
factions united to “purge” Rep- 
resentative Roger C. Slaughter, 
who had differed with President 
Truman on many issues. Immedi- 
ately after the polls closed, there 
were widespread reports of crook- 
edness in the election. 

A Jackson county grand jury 
investigated and indicted 71 per- 
sons. In its report, the jury said 
it found in some precincts ballots 
were “deliberately miscounted” in 
“shocking proportions”; ballots 
were marked in advance for 
voters in wholesale fashion; votes 
were bought for $1 each; party 
workers counted the ballots even 
though they were not election 
officials; ghost voters cast ballots 
in the names of registered voters; 
some judges and clerks “could 
scarcely read or write” and some 
had criminal records. The jury 
summed up: “There was a delib- 
erate, calculated and premeditat- 
ed plan to miscount and other- 
wise steal yee : 


OST of the frauds, the jury 

said, were in precincts of 

the First Ward, controlled 
by Charles Binaggio, and in the 
Second Ward, the bailiwick of 
Henry McKissick. 

But seven weeks of work by 
the grand jury were nullified 
when thieves, obviously hired by 
the politicians, blasted open the 
Election Board vault and stole 
the evidence necessary to obtain 
convictions. 

All but one of the 71 defend- 
ants went scot free. Without the 
ballots and without the testimony 
of grand jurors (forbidden by 
law), the state could not make a 
case. The charge against one de- 
fendant, Morris (Snag) Klein, pro- 
fessional gambler and Binaggio 
lieutenant, was kept alive, al- 
though the prosecutor admitted 
he could not get a conviction. 

Belatedly, the United States 
Government entered the investi- 
gation of the 1946 election frauds, 
after the ballots were stolen. A 
“blue ribbon” Federal grand jury 
was called in June 1947. 

Among the first to be indicted 
was Klein, precinct captain, man 
of many aliases and many voting

addresses, who was charged with 
preventing legally qualified vot- 
ers from casting ballots and with 
permitting votes of “fictitious 
persons” to be recorded. These 
acts, the Government said, con- 
stituted a conspiracy to “procure 
a dishonest, inaccurate and fraud- 
ulent count.”

T Klein’s trial, Mrs. Nettie 

Bowles, an elderly voter, tes- 

tified she marked her ballot 
for Slaughter but as she was 
about to drop it in the ballot 
box, Klein intervened. 

“Oh, don’t drop that in there,” 
she quoted Klein as saying. Then 
he took the ballot from her. She 
didn’t know whether he ever got 
around to dropping it in the box. 


Later, she related, she saw 
him handing out money near the 
polling place. “Money!” she ex- 
claimed. “I didn’t think there 
should be money handed out so 
close to the polls. There were 
people driving cars and appar- 
ently voters getting out. They 
were just handing those bills 
back and forth and around.” 

Her son, Jack, testified that 
when he went to the polling 
place, he was informed he had 
already voted. Klein.told him 
to “be quiet and forget it,” 
Bowles related. 

Mrs. Marjorie Jackson, a Ne- 
gro, testified she was taken to a 
polling place in an automobile 
from McKissick’s club (now Bi- 
naggio’s headquarters). She re- 
lated Klein came out of the poll- 
ing place and told the driver of 
the car, which contained four 
men and women, that there was 
no need for more voters “but 
I'll call you if I need you.” 


With this and other testimony, 
the Government showed there 
were 44 fraudulent votes cast in 
one precinct, 39 by “ghosts.” 
Klein and two _ co-defendants 
were convicted. The others were 
Deputy Sheriff Harry Burke, a 
Jim Pendergast follower, and 
Frank L. Holmes, Negro ex-con- 
vict. 

Klein was sentenced to 18 
months in prison, Burke to a 
year and a day, but Holmes was 
granted a new trial. Klein and 
Burke appealed all the way to 
the United States Supreme Court, 
lost their appeals, but still have 
not begun to serve their terms. 
The only person convicted who 
actually served his term was Lu- 
cious Cafter, Negro political 
worker, sentenced to six months 
on a plea of guilty. 

Only one major political fig- 
ure, McKissick, was indicted by 
the Government as a result of 
the 1946 election. He was in- 
dicted twice. The first charge 
was that he induced a friend to 
telephone a woman member of 
the grand jury in an effort to 
get her to stave off an indict- 
ment of McKissick. The second 
was a conspiracy charge. He won 
acquittal both times. 

At McKissick’s trial on the 
conspiracy charge, the Govern- 
ment charged his justice of the 
peace courtroom was the “hub 
of the conspiracy” on election 
day. 

Mrs. Isola Mae Davis told the 
jury she voted eight times and 
received $8.

In a narrow, academic sense, 
North committed a bridge “crime” 
when he rebid his unsupported 
four-card spade suit, but logic 
discloses that this was his best 
action. He had a fairly strong 
hand, yet one that was not quite 
strong enough for a diamond 
opening, and a spade rebid that 
might have to be made at the 
two-level (over two clubs or one 
no-trump). 

So his spade opening was cor- 
rect, and when South bid two 
hearts, it was obviously safer for 
North to rebid his excellent four- 
card suit than to mention his 
equally short diamonds at the 
three-level, or to launch out into 
no-trump without a club stopper. 


“Rules of bidding” must be 
taken with a grain of salt—a four- 
card suit headed by A-K-Q is us- 
ually at least the equal of a five- 
card suit headed by something 
like A-Q. 

West opened a diamond, and 
declarer quickly rattled off four 
tricks in that suit, while East 
discarded a spade and a heart. 
Now declarer tried the heart fi- 
nesse to the queen. West won— 
and returned a heart! That, of 
course, was the end of the de- 
fense!

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THE UNHAPPY MODERN 
needs to change his conception of 
himself; but he also needs to en- 
large his viewpoint of the reality 
outside himself. He sees his need 
for an environment that gives 
him air and food and shelter for 
his biological needs. He must ad- 
mit that his mind needs, as well, 
ideals of truth and goodness to 
which he can respond on the 
psychological level. But for his 
soul’s health, he requires a Per- 
sonality to serve ... for no ab- 
stract philosophy, no code of vir- 
tues will satisfy the longings of 
the spirit. We do not fall in love 
with a logarithm or a syllogism, 
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and love is needed for our souls 
to serve. 

That need explains why Our 
Lord told us, “I am the truth.” 
For the first time in history, at 
the Incarnation, personality and 
truth were one: neither could be 
loved apart from the other. And 
to deny our spiritual hunger for 
such Truth Incarnate is as suici- 
dal to the personality as an at- 
tempt to keep the physical body 
alive without air or water, or to 
nurture the mind without the rec- 
ognition of any reason larger than 
the animal’s. Nature is no more 
natural to the body than God is 
to the soul. 
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NE of the common faults of 
modern education has been 


described as “knowing more 


and more about less and less.” 
Its patron is the English pro- 
fessor who devoted his life to 
the study of the Greek Dative 
and regretted, on his death-bed 
that he had chosen a field so 
vast. 

This over-specialization ig- 
nores the beautiful co-ordina- 
tion that exists between all the 
fields of truth. There is no 
spiritual knowledge that does 
not have its own faint echo in 
the physical order of the uni- 
verse, no sane and healthy ac- 
tion of the mind which does 
not suggest a superior experi- 
ence in the spiritual realm. 
For every physical or psycho- 
logical law may be seen as a 
kind of Heavenly charade, put 
there in order that we may 
guess what grander spiritual 
truth God wished us to guess 
from it. 

Failure of the human being 
can also be studied on three 
levels that share a pattern; 
death in the order of biology 
resembles neurosis on the level 
of psychology and also sin in 
the area of the moral and Di- 
vine. 

For what is physical death? 
Scientist tell us that death re- 
sults from the failure of an or- 
ganism to make a proper ad- 
justment to its environment; a 
rat placed in a sealed compart- 
ment filled with lethal gas will 
die at the precise moment when 
the animal can no longer adjust 
to the conditions that surround 


it. 


x *« * 

AND IN THE AREA of psy- 
chology, also, the same kind of 
failure in adjustment leads to 
disaster. Neurosis and mental 
disorders are, in general, due 
to the failure of a human being 
to make a smooth adjustment 
between his ego and his envi- 
ronment. The small setbacks 
and disappointments of his life 
discourage or frighten him be- 
cause he does not see them 
against their true background 
of Divine Reality which would 
turn them into pin-pricks, gladly 
suffered for love. Recognizing 
nothing as larger than himself, 
the modern man “cracks” men- 
tally if society refuses to give 
him everything his ego craves. 
One psychologist has described 
the process as “a conflict be- 
tween instinctive tendencies 
and the ferces by which they 
are controlled.” 

Many of these neurotics suf- 
fer because they have a false 
conception of human nature; 
they think that man is merely 
an animal, requiring nothing 
beyond food and sex and sleep 
to be content. They ignore the 
fact that a man has a mind, as 
well as a body, and that his 
spirit longs for virtue as avid- 
ly as his body craves its food. 
Men who imagine themselves 
to be animals alone fail to pro- 
vide for themselves such fare 
as justice, mercy, love, good- 
ness and truth. Some of their 
strongest “instinctive tenden- 
cies” have been thus denied, 
and are in revolt against the 
misguided effort to force the 
human person down to the level 
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of the animal. These are the
